"To do that, I need some 
time,” he told the gallery at 
Town Hall on Wednesday. 

"You will see something in 
the next several months," he 

On Tuesday, the board 
heard from two planners on 
the issue. The first was Ed 
Fothergill, retained by the 
Molinaro Group, the devel¬ 
oper who has entered into 
the private-public partner¬ 
ship with the Town. The sec¬ 
ond developer to provide 
opinion and comments was 
Ron Palmer, a planner 
recruited by the Town. 

In FothergUl's reply witness 
statement to comments 
made by Jeff Mark of Mark 
Engineering in a witness 
statement from earlier in the 
hearing, he touched on the 
issue of parking. 

Mark claimed that most 
beach-goers would have to 
walk an average of five min¬ 
utes to the waterfront after 
parking their vehicle and that 
there is a "deficiency" when it 
comes to parking in the area. 

"From my observations, 
there is sufficient parking to 
accommodate beachgoers 
on a peak holiday weekend," 
said Fothergill in his state- 

"The only ques¬ 
tion is how far I - 

beach-goers are I 
prepared to walk to I 
the beach." 

Fothergill said 
observed parki 
trends in the at 
during a busy 
weekend in August. 

He responded to 
remarks that there 
is only sufficient 
parking both on 
and off the streets 

significant distance 
from the point 
where Mark says 
people and partic¬ 
ularly tourists are 
comfortable walk¬ 
ing from. 

"My observation 
is that beach-goeis 
are willing to walk 
at least 300 metres 
to the beach. Some 
walked a greater 
distance along 
Schooley Road, 
even though there 

parking spaces 
available on other 
streets, closer to the 


beach," wrote Fothergill. 

Mark also claimed that if 
tourists are not satisfied with 
the availability of parking in 
the beach area, "some of 
them will no longer continue 
to visit the beach” and would 
create negative economic 
impacts. 

"It is my opinion that if 
people have to walk further to 
the beach because of a 
reduction in available park¬ 
ing at some point in the 
future, the perceived incon¬ 
venience of having to walk 
further will be offset by the 
improvements to the beach 
experience afforded by the 
proposed development," 
responded Fothergill. 

Ron Palmer's reply witness 
statement was also provided 
to local media. In it he 
responded to remarks made 
by Paul Johnston, a planner 
recruited for testimony by the 
opposition to the project. 

On Monday, Johnston 
claimed that relevant plan¬ 
ning documents are either 
considerably out of date, not 
approved, non-statutory or 
lacking in specific direction 
on the significant planning 
matters at issue in this hear¬ 
ing. 


lead to predictable results," 
said Johnston. 

Palmer replied by saying it 
is his opinion that the bal¬ 
ance between control and 
flexibility within the Town's 
official plan are a reflection of 
the council who approved it. 

"A plan that is vague and 
lacking in detailed restric¬ 
tions or performance stan¬ 
dards is not necessarily a 
plan that is out-of-date or 
inappropriate, but rather is a 
plan that is specifically and 
knowingly prepared to pro¬ 
vide for flexible interpreta¬ 
tion and substantial discre¬ 
tion to council in their delib¬ 
erations on the merits of an 
individual development 
application," said Palmer in 
his reply. 

Johnston said after consid¬ 
ering a number of docu¬ 
ments such as the Town of 
Fort Erie's official plan and 
the Crystal Beach 
Neighbourhood Plan, it is his 
opinion that the project 
should not be approved in its 
entirety. 

"I have concluded that the 
proposal is not supportable 
fromalanduse planning per¬ 
spective and does not repre-

He continues by saying 
that the Crystal Beach 
Neighbourhood Plan, 
approved by council in 2006 
called for any proposal that 
would "retain the village 
atmosphere," with three 
options for development 
offered that didn't exceed 
three storeys in height 

Johnston says one of the 
fundamental objectives of 
the Ontario planning 
process, through the provi¬ 
sions of the planning act, is to 
create a "predictable and fair" 
process so that the public can 
reasonably predict and repli¬ 
cate the result of individual 
development applications 
and make sure they are treat¬ 
ed consistently and fit into a 
broader public policy frame- 

"The subject application 
does not fit into the existing 
public policy framework, 
other than to propose an 
intense use on the property," 
he said. 

Rino Mostacci, the Town of 
Fort Erie's director of com¬ 
munity and development 
services, responded to claims 
made by Johnston at the 
hearing on Monday. 

In response to Johnston's 
statement that the proposal 
does not conform to general

tion permits a "mixed use" 
development by permitting 
commercial uses on the 
ground floor and specifies 
that residential uses are 
allowed on the floors above. 
There are three guest suites 
that are proposed to be on 
the first floor, but are not 
being considered dwelling 
units, according to Mostacci's 


proposal does not conform to 
the general policies of the 
neighbourhood plan. When 
input was gathered on the 
plan for the area, there were 

scenarios discussed but no 
consensus was achieved dur¬ 
ing its preparation but did 
suggest criteria for any pro¬ 
posed public-private devel¬ 
opment on the property. 
Some of these criteria 
include "a design that 
enhances the waterfront 
location and village atmos¬ 
phere," according to 
Mostacci. 

He said the project will not 
dominate the visual land¬ 
scape of the community like 
Johnston opined earlier in 
the hearing and that the pro¬ 
posal does not utilize any 
current open space or recre¬ 
ational lands for residential 
or commercial purposes. 

"In fact, it will result in a 
net increase of passive and 
formal open space opportu¬ 
nities, as well as an increase 
of the natural beach area," 
said Mostacci. 

The Town of Fort Erie pur¬ 
chased the land in 2001 for 
$2.05 million and it is expect¬ 
ed the development will cre¬ 
ate $3 million in public 
amenities at the site.

Martin remains mayor after recount 


> Second count 
declares Martin

After a recount on the 
results of the mayoral race 
between Doug Martin and 
Ann-Marie Noyes, the 
numbers have slightly 
changed. 

After tabulations from

the Oct. 25 municipal elec¬ 
tion were reported, the 
incumbent Martin came 
out on top with four votes 
over Noyes. 

Later in the week, Noyes 
requested a recount and it 
was held this Tuesday at 
the Leisureplex. It turns out 
that Martin did not win the 
election by four votes, but 
in fact won it by five. 
Martin received 4,836 votes 
to Noyes' 4,831. 

After the results were 
announced, Noyes neither 
denied or admitted she will 
be exercising her second 
option, which is taking the 
matter to the court system. 

"It's something I will be 
discussing with different 
people," she said. 

Martin said he expected 
the result of Tuesday's 
recount to be consistent

with the numbers from Oct. 
25 and feels it is now time 
to move on and consider 
the issue to be history. 

"I think it should be over 
and done with," said 
Martin. 

Martin compared his vic¬ 
tory to a game-winning 
goal in a hockey match. 
Often goals are reviewed 
because it is important to 
make sure the ruling on the 
ice is accurate, which is 


what happened in a 
metaphorical sense after 
the recount, according to 
the mayor. 

"The goal still counts," he 
said. 

The reason Martin fin¬ 
ished five votes ahead of 
Noyes and not four is due 
to what Town clerk Carolyn 
Kett referred to as an 
"ambiguous mark" on a 
ballot, where a voter did 
not fill in more than 20 per 
cent of the oval or decided 
not to vote for either may- 
oral candidate. 

Kett said the process is 
no different than what took 
place three weeks ago. 

"We conduct the recount 
in the same manner as 
election day," said Kett.

After moving to the Fort 
Erie 30 years ago I was 
amazed at the decline, 
decrease and decay that hap¬ 
pened after the Crystal 
Beach Park closed. 

While the area was barely 
surviving in the last years the 
park was open, what was 
once a thriving, exciting and 
popular place seemed to die 
with the park.

The Ontario Power 
Authority (OPA) is offering a 
program to property owners 
where they can earn an 
income through a green 
energy movement. 

For a limited time, the 
OPA is encouraging proper¬ 
ty owners who are interest¬ 
ed in renewable electricity 
to sign up for its microFIT 
program. 

Through this environ- 
mentally-ffiendly initiative, 
households registered will 
see the benefits of generat¬ 
ing their own solar, wind or 
bio-energy by selling it back 
to the electricity grid. 

For the average rooftop 
solar panel set-up at a resi¬ 
dence or commercial prop¬ 
erty, the estimated cost is 
around $30,000 for purchase 
and installation. 

The panels take 

surface area and 
have a generating 
capacity of about 
three kilowatts. 

The installation 
would generate 
about 280 kilo¬
